The prospect of a serious 
review and overhaul of, re- 
cent legislative enactments is 
encouraging to this member 
of Congress and should fur- 
ther raise.. the hopes of citi- 
zens throughout the nation. 

A ' remarkable account of 
the the Genesis of the 
so-called Great Society 
legislation was delineated in 
a recent issue of the Re- 
porter magazine. This article 
revealed the hasty develop- 
ment of these programs with- 
out the benefit of Members 
of Congress (the nation's con- 
stitutional lawmakers}, and 
with only peripheral contact 
with the executive agencies 
charged with administering 
the various programs. 

Take., for instance, the 
1065.. Elementary and Sec- 
ondary School Education Act 
with its formulas for distrib- 
uting federal lax funds Tor 
the benefit of public (and 
private schools). One basis 
for this distribution is the 
number of school, district 
families with incomes or 
33,000 or less, according to 
the 1060 census. Another 
part of the Act. encourages 
new and oftentimes unwant- 
ed-programs in order to qual- 
ify for federal funds. Some 
provisions* adopted in : order 
to push this law [through the 
last Congress have resulted 
in much dissatisfaction. For 
one thing, the law's benefits 
have not succeeded in reach- 
ing those school children 
who have the greatest need. 
This defect, coupled with 
the unhappy experience of 
bureaucratic (lamina Hon 
from Washington, indicates 
that a fresh and healthy re- 
view of this legislation, may 
be undertaken. The entice 
law will expire on July 1, 
1968 unless extended by ac- 
tion of the new Congress. If 
elementary and secondary 
school aid from the federal 
treasury is to be continued, 
it should be .preceded, by a 
careful- review of the defects 
in the existing law .Substan- 
tial amendments schould ac- 
company an extension of this 
program. •

Antioch S & L Expects 
Easing Of Tight Money 



An increase in * savings 
flows and. some improve- 
ment in the supply of home 
mortgage credit likely is 
ahead for-limf, the. annual 
report of the Antioch Sav- 
ings Sc Loan Association sug- 
gested today. iK^ 

The report. Issued by Dr. 
John C. Vermeren, President, 
also disclosed that savings 
balances held by the Associa- 
tion amounted to $11,083,054' 
at the end of 1900 as com- 
pared to S9.774.G20 at the 
close or the preceding year. 
Dr. Vermeren noted that Irj 
the face or the stepped-up 
savings competition, the year- 
to-year change in savings 
balances was satisfactory. 
. The report also revealed 
that dividends totaling $450,- 
599 were paid to account- 
holders of the Antioch Asso- 
ciation during 1900! During 
the_year (he Association in- 
vested $1,705,000 in mort- 



gage loans and the total of 
the loans at the close of the 
year amounted to $10,222,- 
170. 

The report, looking ahead 
to 1907 said there was no 
doubt that the "light money" 
year or I960 presented chal- 
lenges for the savings and 
loan business and the real 
estate and housing industry, 
Dr. Vermeren continued: 

"As we move into 1907, 
however, the picture is 
brighter. In recent months, 
savings inflows have begun 
to pick up slightly, interest 
rales seemed to reach their 
peak, and there seems to be 
a light sett ting down in the 
economy. 

"Barring escalation of the 
war in Viet Nam and further 
increases in non • military 
spending by the federal gov- 
ernment, there Is reason to 
hope for some casing of the 
tight money" conditions of 
the past year! If this assump- 



tion Is realized, then .1007 
should mean an increase in 
the flow of savings dollars 
into Antioch Savings & Loan 
Association and some im- 
provement in the flow of 
home mortgage funds. 

"The impact of this expect- 
ed improvement, however, 
will be gradual. Housing 
starts, which have - been se- 
verely curtailed by lack of 
mortgage lending funds, will 
probably drop even more 
during the early part of the 
year.
